Former Prime Minuter of 
Africa Due at New York 
[ Shortly — Will Adûrew 
! League of Nations Society 
There— 
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•cmvn.1 the Rt, Hon. Jan. Christ'n.m 
Smuto, forme- prime minister ot the 
Vnion of South Africa -will bo granted 
cn honorary deg-ce ot Doctor of 
1-aws at n. special convocation to he 
hold on Thursday afternoon, January 
'2 in Moyse Hall, announced the Cor- 
poration of MeG'll University at a 
mooting hold yesterday tiftornoon in 
the Faculty Room of the Arts Build- 
ing, 

The South African »t&tcsmaa Is 
widely known for his efforts in Em- 
ï'.re '' building. Genera] Smuts, the 
o man who in IPO: received from 
ï>.~ Haig, Colonel in the British 
Forces, a safe conduct pass to the 
peace conference at Vereeniging, was 
standing shoulder to shoulder with 
Field Marshal Ea:l Ha'g in opposing 
the German onslaught in the late 
world war. Today the destiny of 
Smuts is interwoven with the whole 
dest'ny of the British Empire. 

As the chief ld'ance of Tremier 
Lloyd George in the 'War Cabinet, a 
signer though an unwilling one of 
the Versialles Peace Treaty, and the 
bearer of an olive branch from the 
British Bremer to Ireland at one of 
the crucial moments, none today 
stands more firmly than the -crst- 
■whi'e Boer leader for the continuance 
or the Union of South Africa as one 
of the self-governing nations -within 
the British Commonwealth. 

Besides being a statesman and 
fioldler. General Smuts is also a noted 
ncholar. Aft"r commencing h'.s studies 
in South Africa he ven, to Cam- 
bridge in 1SÎ1 where his success was 
unprecedented. The former prime 
mln'stcr is a profound Etudcnt ol 
philosophy an3 botany, in' 35:3 as 
President of the A. Association for 
the Advancement of Science he de- 
livered the opening addr'ss at the 
Congress of that body. In 3920 he 
published a philosophical treatise 
called "Holism and Evolution. 

Tour» Amercia. 
General Jan Chrlstlaan Smuts, 
ealied for New York City on Decem- 
ber 4 to address a meeting of the 
Deaguo of Nal'ons Society of New 
Vork and while in America will tour 
ho principal cities of Canada and 
trie United States, during wh'ch time 
Aio will visit McGill. 

Other Business. 
Other business discussed at the 
meeting of the Corporat'on was a re- 
striction of the power ot the Matrie- 
Illation Board. Under its old consti- 
ilutlon i.hc board had the power of 
ndmittlng students to the University. 
However in recent years certain 
Faculles were admitting their own 
•students and accordingly the !>oard 
not functioning properly. There- 
fore it was decided to restrict the 
Power of the matriculation board 
only the conducting of the entrance 
«xaminatlons.

Professor Nathaniel Micklem, M A., 
of Queen's University, will preach the 
sermon at the University Church ser- 
vice, to be held in Moyse Hall. Sun- 
day morning, December 15th, at 11 
o'clock. His subject will bo "The Di- 
vinity of Christ". The service lias 
been arranged under the auspices of 
the Student Christian Association. 

In addition, the speaker will ad- 
dress a general meeting of interested 
students In Strathcona Hall, on Mon- 
day evening. December lGth, at 7:30 
o'clock, on the "Humanity of Jesus'". 
A social hour will Soilow the address. 

At the present time, Professor 
Micklem is professor of New Testa- 
ment at Queen's University. He was 
formerly professor of Old Testament 
Literature and Theology ot Solly 
Oak Colleges, Birmingham, Eng'and, 
and. previous to that was tutor and 
Chaplain of Mansfield College, Ox- 
ford. 

"The Gallican," or the permanent 
element in religion, is one of Profes- 
sor Micklem's best-known books'. 
Others of his literary works are "The 
Open Light," and 'Christ and 
Caesar." 

During his student days at Oxford, 
where he received his undergraduate 
training, the speaker held the position 
of President of the Oxford Union.

TONIGHT'S CONCERT 

ONE of the most looked for events in the musical world at 
McGill is the concert Riven by the Musical Association. 
Tonight will be the favoured time and the program that is to be 
presented at this semi-annual concert in Moyse Hall, from the 
appearance of the numbers selected, will be well up to standard 
of former years. 

Under the inspiration that has come from the Conserva- 
torium of Music for more student musical activities, there has 
been a revival of interest in this branch of the arts. The Sun- 
day Evening Recitals have become so popular that last Sunday 
: there were over two hundred turned from the doors. The Music 
; Club has come back again to its old place in campus life and the 
University Band having expressed itself joyfully at the football 
games, has now turned its talents to concert music. 

Grouped with these is the Banjo and Mandolin Club and all 
together they form the Musical Association, which will present 
the concert tonight. This will be the first of the two concerts 
which are given each year. . 

Montreal has often been looked down upon as being barren 
of musical talent, but sureJy this is only because there is not the 
appreciation shown. Where there is a demand there will always 
be that which is required to fill it. It may be that Montreal is 
not so fortunate in having sponsors for music as other cities are 
but if in the university there is no appreciative audience it does 
not augur well for the future of music in this city. 

In university circles of Canada Hart House is well known 
for many things, but we would suggest that to the ordinary citi- 
zen -the name immediately brings to mind the Hart House Quar- 
tet. It may be a far cry but someday Moyse Hall may be equally 
as prominent in recalling musical names. We hope so, We say 
that the university is a little world of its own, then it is up to us 
to create in our world an atmosphere that will be so contagious 
that the rest of the city will follow our lead. 



STUDENT OPINION 

EVERY once in a while some newspaper comes out with the 
statement that student opinion on any subject is definitely 
set in a certain direction. Reading such reports, the average 
man is likely to think that all students think alike on every sub- 
ject, that student opinion is something definite and crystallaized, 
and that the opinion of any one undergraduate on any subject 
whatsoever, expresses the opinion of the whole student body. 
One might as well speak of world opinion. One might as well 
take the opinion of any one man as representative of the beliefs 
of all the civilized and uncivilized nations with al] their various 
likes and dislikes, prejudices, hates, superstitions and ( religions. 

In stating that student opinion has a certain trend many fac- 
tors must be taken into consideration. The college or uuiversity 
is a world on its own. Men and women of many nationalities 
come here, presumably to learn, often merely because they have 
nothing else to do. Most of the social classes are represented 
from the man who must strive and struggle and work to earn a 
college education to the student who has known and still knows 
«11 the luxuries of life. And yet in thinking of student opinion 
some people somehow, perhaps unconsciously, take the attitude 
that all these various classes of students think alike on many 
topics; that the opinion of the poorest student is the same as 
that of the richest, that the beliefs and prejudices of the loafer 
concur exactly with those of the scholarship man. 

It comes as a shock to some people io learn that there are 
some students who do not like Shakespeare, that some prefer 
jazz to classical music while others would rather listen to some 
selections from Beethoven rather than to the rhytmic records of 
a dance-mad age. It is absurd to think that a mass of students 
each individual different from the other, should think alike on 
everything, just because they go to the same university. It 
is just as ridiculous as imagining that every one in the world 
likes coffee. No one would expect every man to drink coffee 
because one man likes the flavor. Yet if one college man were to 
express a liking for the beverage there are some people who would 
believe that college students in general preferred coffee to all 
.other drinks.

Medical Museum Features 
Collections From North

PUBLIC WELCOME 

Tho life of Uic Arctic Kskimo is | 
portrayed in an Interesting exhibition ! 
at the Medical Museum which anions j 
* other equally entertaining collections, \ 
it open to the public. These Eskimo 
exhibits are particularly illustrative 
of tho everyday life of tha northern 
native. Many ot these collections 
oero prescntcil by Mr. John A. Grose 
ot Point Barrow, Alaska. They cm- 
! brace a wid© ranjra ot different ob- 
jects pertaining to Arctic life and 
travel. 

• Many of tho objects on display woro 
fashioned before tho white man's in- 
fluons tended to do away with the 
primitive workmanship and the use 
ot native instruments. These nre 
also exhibits of a inter date which 
reveal contact with the white man, 
both in materials and in Increased 
efficiency of tho finished article. 

The Eskimo is dependent on. hunt- 
ing for a means of livelihood. This is 
evident upon observing their hunting 
equipment, which though crude, re- 
veals tho ingenuity, skill, and effort 
applied in their construction. Through 
necessity the Eskimo is a nomad, 
, pitching camp whrrever game condi- 
tions ar 6 favourable. Fishing is also 
an Important work among thepo peo- 
ple. Their tacklo consists of a email 
peg of bone or walrus Ivory through 
"which a nail is driven to serve as a 
ïiooTï. Several other varieties of hooks 
sto also extensively used. 

Eskimo Dress 
Although tho museum has not as 
yet any examples of the Esklmoos' 
decorative outer garments. three 
suits of under garments are open to 
public inspection. Like his white 
broUier the Eskimo is not immune 
from worldly vanities. Vegetable, mat- 
ter, berries, and even salmon eggs, 
are used for the dyes with which he 
colours his cloihrs and other belong- 
ings. Tho materials usually employed 
in tho making of clothing are rein- 
deer hide and sealskin. Except in 
severe -weather, two suits are worn. 
The inner garment has the hair turn- 
ed inside while the outer suits are 
-worn- with the hair outside. 

Perhaps the most interesting article 
on exhibition is a ctone-knlfc. It is a 
treasure both on account of its age 
and finish, and must have entailed h 
vast amount of time and labour. Cop- 
per knives and flint scrapers for the 
dressing of hidcis are also on view. 
. Copper is abundant in some sections 
of the north and the Eskimocs have 
long been acquainted with its uses. 
A snow-Unifc is also to be seen. This 
knife plays a major part in tho con- 
struction of the igloo or snow-housc. 
"With it, large blocks of snow can bo 
cut. 

Cooking Spoils Meat 

Cooking' does not offer a serious 
problem with regard to the fuel sup- 
ply. The Eskimo eats his food raw, 
for in his opinion cooking spoils the 
meat. The igloo is heated by the 
means of a soap-iUone lamp. This 
stone is easily worked and is com- 
mon throughout tho north. The .lamp 
is a. fiat, hollowed out dish, in which 
the oil is placed. A wick consisting 
•of fibre, known -as arctic sponge. Is 
placed partly in the oil, and is ignited 
by a flint lighter. 

An interesting example ot an Es- 
kimo rattle may be seen among other

Eskimo Carving 
The average Eskimo delights In 
carving. 'Xho quality of theor skill ie 
amazing as may be observed from 
their work in wood, bono, and walrus 
ivory. The latter predominates. The 
best Ivory carvings come from the 
Alaskan districts. Pipes! .spoons, and 
similiar articles aro often elaborately 
decorated. Fish, dogs, and other fa- 
miliar forms, /;erve as models In these 
.designs and figure-heads. The Kski- 
inoea' lovo for their children finds 
outlet in much ot this work. Many 
toys are fashioned — dolls included. 
Tho latter arc ofticn clothed in com- 
plete Kskimo attire; and diminulyc 
lamps and other toys bring happiness 
to the young natives. Those people 
liavo a knowledge of potter}', but thin 
.work is not commonly found among 
them. However it is interesting to 
note that their pottery resembles 
Uiat of tlio African native. 

It has been prophesied that the day 
Is not far off when the manufacture 
of these article» shall becomo a lost 
,art; for the Jinkimo of today «ave in 
remote districts, is in close contact 
with civilization. Thi.-; is especially 
true of tho Alaskan liaklmo and 
true of the Alaskan Eskimo u.md one 
of tho tribes ranging eastward to 
Coronation Culf. The advent of the 
white-trader and the resultant intro- 
duction of high-powered rifles, laun- 
ches, gramophones etc., spell ruin for 
tho old-time natlvo lore. Many of the 
white man'« inventions have nf fold- 
ed tho Kskimo miperlor equipment 
for the hunt, and un a result boiikj 
Jiav-o become wealthy, Jn all proba- 
bility, the next generation will l,e 
/rnlirely dependent upon civilisation
